Chief 
Space stated he had asked the Chief of 
Apparatus to look into this situation. 


Civil Defense Director James Holcomb 
stated that the Radio Engineer has _ in- 
formed him that a new receiving, sending 
and amplifying package is available, and 
that something like this may be needed due 
to the increase in sound from the new ap- 
paratus. He also felt that better identifi- 
cation for the Chief and Assistant Chief on 
their fire fighting coats was needed. 
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Chairman Kauffman: Before I forget, I 
wish to thank Jim Holcomb for his assist- 
ance, equipment and provisions at the fire. 
We are also grateful to the Salvation Army, 
the Jack Tar Hotel and Dr. Lawrence Dro- 
lett. I know I express the feelings of the

Commissioner Demske asked if there had 
been any interference by the public at the 
fire, and the Chief replied that he was not 
aware of any. He also asked if there were 
special emblems for engineers available. 
The Chief stated he would check the fire 
department suppliers to determine if there 
ae suitable fire engineer emblems avail- 
able. 


Commissioner Sheathelm asked if the 
planters and benches had presented a prob- 
lem. The Chief stated that the department 
has special suction hoses ordered previous- 
ly due to the problems new construction 
created, and this enabled the men to work 
around many obstacles. 


Assistant Chief Burnett stated that the 
councilmen present noted the need for 
alleys, routes and proper space for appara- 
tus and equipment to manuever. 


Commissioners Salerno and Ridenour 
stated they were out of the City at the time 
of the fire, but they had heard very good 
reports of the fire department operation 
from the public since their return. 


Purchasing Director Vaughan McKinch 
stated the Chief of Apparatus had contacted 
him regarding the replacement of damaged 
equipment, and he was very impressed with 
his knowledge and devotion to the operation 
of both departments. 


Chief Training Officer Raymond Bret- 
hauer stated that Mr. Husbeck had con- 
tacted him regarding lowering the entrance 
age for candidates for the fire department.

REPORTS OF OFFICERS 


Assistant Chief Burnett reported on 
members of the department on sick leave. 


Chief Space presented the members of 
the Board with a record of the fire and 
ambulance calls for March. He noted that 
false alarms had dropped, and stated that 
Mr. Letts and Marshal Alber had been 
working together on this problem. Fire 
loss has dropped, but bomb scares had in- 
creased. 


Chairman Kauffman commented on the 
article in the Fire Engineering regarding 
the Bronco in service in the Lansing Fire 
Department. Chief Space stated he was 
proud of the Bronco mini-firefighter, and 
informed the members of the Board that 
several fire chiefs had inquired about it 
and it had received favorable comments 
at the International Fire Chief’s Conference. 
He also praised the fine work by the Gar- 
age Division under the supervision of Chief 
of Apparatus Gurecki on the Bronco. 


Chairman Kauffman informed the mem- 
bers of the Board that the Mayor had up- 
held Chief Space’s action regarding former 
Fireman Gerald Womble in the hearing 
conducted under the Veteran’s Preference 
Act. 


The mobile intercom unit for installation 
on a ladder truck has been received, but will 
not be installed until parts ordered from 
the apparatus factory are received. No 
further information on exterior speakers 
for engineers has been received. 


GENERAL ORDER 


Chief of Apparatus V. P. Gurecki in- 
formed the Board that nothing concrete 
had been done about moving the automobile 
servicing from the present Garage. How- 
ever, he has been storing vehicles at the 
East Michigan Avenue location to relieve 
the present congestion. 


Commissioner Sheathelm requested that 
arrangements be made to hold the next 
Board meeting at No. 8 Fire Station. He 
requested that members of the fire depart- 
ment be identified as such in the listing of 
persons burned or injured. He asked the 
Chief to inquire into the possibility of 
installing automatic signal lights at No. 6 
and 8 stations, and other stations where 
traffic is a problem, for traffic control when 
apparatus is responding to alarms. He 
also stated that on large fires, such as the 
recent one on South Washington Avenue, 
someone should be detailed to check man- 
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power in and out of the fire area. Chief 
Space stated that each officer is respon- 
sible for the men assigned to him, but 
during a large fire it is possible to lose 
contact with members. A study will be 
made to improve this situation. 


Commissioner Ridenour asked if anything 
further had been done regarding attracting 
applicants for the department from minor- 
ity groups. Chief Space stated he would 
again check with the Personnel Division, 
and that he and the Assistant Chief will 
contact officers of the associations to sell 
the fire service as a career, Chairman 
Kauffman requested the Chief to give a 
report of the progress of this program at 
each meeting. 


Commisioner Clark informed the Board 
members he was very pleased to be a 
member of the Board. 
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Fireman Gary Thomas, President of 
Local 421, stated he felt checking depart- 
ment members in and out of a fire area 
would be an improvement over the method 
now in use, 


Commissioner Ridenour stated the ambul- 
ance service requires a good deal of tact 
and control. The records show there is 
no increase in calls over the same month 
as last year. This reflects the very good 
job done by the dispatchers and adminis- 
tration.

Chief Space informed the members of 
the Board that firemen candidates Hender- 
son Bodiford and Robert Hisele had started 
training May 38, 1970. This brings the 
depariment to its full complement of man- 
power. 


COMMITTEE REPORTS 


Commissioner Salerno, Chairman of the 
Personnel Committee, requested that a 
date be set for a meeting between her 
Committee and Local 421 representatives. 
It was decided the meeting will be held 
Tuesday May 12, 1970 at 7:00 P.M. at 
Central Fire Station. 


Commissioner Sheathelm, Chairman of 
the Finance Committee, stated the budget 
hearing with the City Council had been 
held.

REPORTS OF OFFICERS 


Chief Space presented a report of the 
fire and ambulance calls for April, and 
Assistant Chief Burnett reported on six 
members on sick leave, 


Chief Space reported that the blacktop- 
ping had been completed and other repairs 
were being made at the Training Site. The 
training tower has not been used due to 
painting that is being done. The painting 
contract has been awarded to the Floyd 
Cornel! Paint Contracting Company for 
the basement of the Training Site and 
parts of No. 1 Station. 


Chief Space stated he had contacted 
Traffic Engineer Allen Hayes regarding 
traffic light controls for stations 6, 7 and 
8. Mr. Hayes has informed him the stations 
are located on State controlled trunk lines, 
and that he has forwarded the request to 
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the State Highway Department. Chairman 
Kauffman requested the Chief to report on 
this information when it is received, 


Chief Space reported that a check-in 
and check-out system was used at the 
Oldsmobile fire and it seemed to work 
efficiently. This method will be used in 
the future at all large fires. 


Chairman Kauffman requested Chief 
Space to read a copy of the letter he had 
submitted to Personnel Director Daniel J. 
Bodwin.

TI have been requested by the Fire Board 
to inquire of your office as to what the City 
is doing as far as publicity in recruiting 
among the minority groups, 


I have been ordered to come up with a 
plan within the fire department in an 
attempt to attract the minorities, 


I have talked this over with Assistant 
Chief Burnett, Fire Marshal Alber and 
Chief of Training Raymond Brethauer, 


The only way I feel we can reach this 
age group is to contact the men’s clubs or 
lodges and one of the above mentioned or 
myself talk to the older citizens and have 
them contact their own young men. 


The age group that we would consider for 
oe aol is very hard to contact, I have 
ound, 


If you have any suggestions, I would ap- 
preciate any advice from you.

Dear Chef Space: 


This is with reference to your memo dated 
April 14, 1970, and concerning the recruit- 
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ment of minority groups. First of all, the 
basic policy of the City is found within 
the “Municipal Code of Fair Practices’ 
which I authored and the City Council 
adopted on February 19, 1962, I enclose 
a copy of this Code for your information. 


Secondly, Section 7.13 of the City Charter 
clearly and specifically charges the City 
Personnel Director and Personnel Depart- 
ment with the administration of the City’s 
primary personnel recruitment activities, 
no other City Department with the except- 
tion of the Department of City Utilities, is 
granted such responsibility. In addition, 
Section 2-3.1 of the City of Lansing Code 
provides that the City Personnel Depart- 
ment shall be responsible for the City’s 
primary recruitment practices including 
prohibition against any or all discrimina- 
tory practices; again, no other City De- 
partment has such responsibility. 


It is a matter of record, that, over the 
years, some charges involving alleged mi- 
nority group discrimination in employment 
have been filed with the State Civil Rights 
Commission charging the City and its Per- 
sonnel Department with same. It is also 
a matter of record that to this date, each 
and every such charge has been dismissed as 
being “without foundation” upon the Civil 
Rights Commissions completion of their 
investigations. 


It may be helpful, at this time, to review 
pertinent sections of Public Law No. 88-352 
or the Civil Rights Act of 1964, as it is 
more commonly known. I call your atten- 
tion to Section 703J of Title VII of the 
Act, and I quote, “Nothing contained in 
this title shall be interpreted to require 
any employer, employment agency, labor 
organization, or joint labor-management 
committee subject to this title to grant pre- 
ferential treatment to any individual or 
to any group because of the race, color, 
religion, sex or national origin of such in- 
dividual or group on account of an im- 
balance which may exist with respect to 
the total number or percentage of persons 
of any race, color, religion, sex, or national 
origin employed by any employer, referred 
or classified for employment by any em- 
ployment agency or labor organization, ad- 
mitted to membership or classified by any 
labor organization, or admitted to, or em- 
ployed in, any apprenticeship or other 
training program, in comparison with the 
total number or percentage of persons of 
such race, color, religion, sex, or national 
origin in any community, state, section, or 
other area, or in the available work force 
in any community, state, section, or other 
area.” 


In summary, the record clearly shows 
that the City of Lansing, its Fire Depart- 
ment and its Personnel Department have 
achieved an enviable reputation in the area 
of nondiscriminatory minority group re- 
cruitment. As long as the Fire Department 
does not refuse to employ qualified appli- 
ecants referred to it by the Personnel De- 
partment because of race, creed or color, 
it is not unlawfully discriminating. Rec- 
ognizing that the Personnel Departments 
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primary mission is to recruit the best ap- 
plicants to the City’s service in a non- 
discriminatory manner, and that neither 
the Personnel Department nor the Fire 
Department may function as an employ- 
ment or social agency, I believe that both 
departments are and have been discharging 
their responsibilities fairly, equitably and 
without discrimination. Beyond continuing 
such open and objective recruitment, train- 
ing and promotional activities, I am not 
aware of a realistic need to expand upon 
or change our existing recruitment prac- 
tices. Innovations or unusual recruitment 
emphasis at a time of exceptionally low 
turnover and very few vacancies within 
the Fire Department could, at best, be in- 
terpreted as a hoax raising false hopes 
among minority groups and others. 


The last paragraph of your memo to me 
states, “if you have any suggestions, I 
would appreciate any advice from you.” In 
all sincerity and in all seriousness, my 
advice would be to leave the matter of 
primary recruitment to the agency re- 
quired by law and experienced with the 
laws, to handle the problem. Because the 
Federal and State laws covering this area 
are voluminous, comprehensive and com- 
plicated, I further suggest that you seek 
very competent legal advice if you decide 
to embark upon any experimentation. 


The City Personnel Department will con- 
tinue, at all times, to work with the Fire 
Department for the objective and legal im- 
provement of the recruitment processes 
which we mutually devote ourselves to in 
the whole public interest.

Chairman Kauffman stated he would 
consult with the Chairman of the Public 
Safety Committee regarding publicizing 
the fire department as a career for mem- 
bers of the minority groups. 


Chief Space reported that the Mark 
Keenoy fund is being handled by the Mayor, 
and that all contributions can be made to 
the fire stations or the three banks. Gary 
L. Thomas, President of Local 421, stated 
that members could donate any amount 
they desired to the Captain of the station. 
These donations will be collected in two 
weeks and submitted as a total from the 
members of the fire department. 


Chief Space reported that the Ratelco 
mobile intercom has been installed on No. 
1 Ladder Truck, and the information re- 
quested on radio sidemounts for pumpers 
will be obtained through Radio Engineer 
Stanley Stiezgman. 


MAY 25, 1970 


GENERAL ORDER 


Commissioner Demske stated he had ob- 
served the firemen candidates being in- 
structed on ladder evolutions ‘and was 
favorably impressed with the instruction 
methods. 


Chief of Apparatus Virgil Gurecki re- 
ported the Public Safety Garage is working 
out well, and there is now sufficient room 
at the Police and Fire Garage to work on 
fire apparatus, A check of all compressor 
dealers reveals that the Ingersoll Rand 
Company is the only manufacturer that 
can build a compressor with sufficient horse- 
power for our requirements. The estimated 
cost for a unit for our purposes is $8,200.00. 
All 1968 or older model automobiles will be 
replaced this year. 


Commissioner Sheathelm asked the Chief 
if a Scott Air Pak had been mounted on 
the outside of an apparatus for trial. The 
Chief stated he was not too sold on this 
type of installation, but will report back 
on his conclusions after further research. 


Commissioner Ridenour stated he thought 
a Bell-Boy paging system, manufactured by 
the Motorola Corporation, may prove of 
value in the department. It gives a loud 
signal, and is smal] enough to be worn 
without interfering with equipment. 


Assistant Chief Burnett informed the 
Board members that jackets with insignias 
had been ordered for ambulance drivers 
and attendants. 


Gary L. Thomas stated that maltese cross 
emblems are available to identify fire de- 
partment members. Chairman Kauffman 
stated he thought a Lansing Fire Depart- 
ment emblem would be more appropriate, 
and asked Chief Space to look into the 
matter, and submit his recommendations. 


Lieutenant Rairigh asked if the investiga- 
tion of the death of Mark Keenoy had been 
made, and if it would be made public. 


Chairman Kauffman stated the Chief’s 
investigation is being made for the Board 
and the Board will submit the results to 
the City Council. 


Lieutenant Rairigh stated, that due to 
the lack of sufficient manpower, sometimes 
the first company at a fire does not have 
an officer at the fire as he is assisting the 
Engineer in securing water, This also poses 
a problem of supervision for the man left 
at the fire. 


The Board adjourned at 9:22 P.M.

Vice Chairman Rathbun stated the Equip- 
ment Committee had discussed the inter- 
comm systems for the ladder trucks, and 
favored requesting funds from the City 
Council for these systems for the five 
ladder trucks that were not equipped with 
them. 


Commissioner Canady, Chairman of the 
Planning Committee, stated the Capital 
Improvement Plan was being revised. 


REPORTS OF OFFICERS 


Assistant Chief Burnett presented a 
report of the fire and ambulance calls for 
May. He reported that four members were 
on sick leave, and that the Cadet Gradua- 
tion program will be held at Central Station 
June 9, 1970 at 7:30 P.M. He notified the 
Board members that specifications are out 
for painting the Garage and the watch 
booth and rest room at Central Station. 


Assistant Chief Burnett presented a 
sample of a shoulder patch worn in some 
fire departments.

At the August 6th meeting, the Fire 
Board imposed a sixty day moratorium on 
all departmental promotions, This action 
was taken apparently because of your con- 
templated revision in the method of pro- 
motional selection. 


At our regular August meetings, I was 
directed by the membership to communicate 
to you their concern regarding the mora- 
torium on promotions. 


We do not believe that promotions should 
be delayed for sixty days. We presently 
have one captain position open. When that 
is filled there will then be one lieutenant 
and one engineer position open. Men have 
been “acting” in these positions for some 
time now. 


In implementing a new promotional sys- 
tem, many factors must be taken into con- 
sideration. The eligibility standards, ref- 
erence materials, availability ... to the 
men... of the reference material, time 
limits for the posting of examinations, the 
creation of the tests, the establishing of 
oral interview boards, the correcting and 
handling of the tests, the evaluation of the 
tests, the posting of scores, ete, are just 
a few. Most importantly, the reference 
and resource material must be made avail- 
able to the men of the department well in 
advance of the actual testing so as to be 
fair to all personnel. Each man must be 
given opportunity to study this material. 
We realize each of us has a training man- 
ual, but it will not contain all the subject 
matter covered in the evaluation procedure. 
Each division, Fire Alarm, Fire Prevention, 
Dispateh, Mechanics and Training will have 
to be handled in the same manner. Our 
point is that it will be a considerable time 
before all this can take place, 


So, with these things in mind, we re- 
spectfully request that you continue to fill 
vacancies in ranks until your new system 
is completely operational, which, in our 
opinion, will take at least six months and 
Probably longer. 


Vacancies should not be left unfilled. 
Men of lower ranks are accepting the re- 
sponsibility of the higher position and have 
for some time, and it is our concerted 
opinion that the present vacancies should 
be filled forthwith. 


Again, we respectfully request your con- 
sideration and action on this matter.

Assistant Chief Burnett presented a re- 
port of fire and ambulance calls for Sep- 
tember and a Training Division schedule. 
He also exhibited a snorkel type facepiece 
being tried out in the department. 


Assistant Chief Burnett reported that 
seven members were on sick leave, and that 
fifty-nine members had received safe driver 
awards at the Safety Council Safe Driver 
Award Dinner. The air compressor is 
scheduled for delivery this week, and the 
bids for new equipment have been accepted 
by the City Council. 


Assistant Chief Burnett gave a brief out- 
line of the Fire Prevention Week schedule 
of activities for the fire department. He 
invited the Board members, their families 
and guests to attend the “Kickoff Program” 
at the Training Academy Sunday, October 
4th from 2:00 to 4:00 P.M. Twelve area 
departments are participating in this pro- 
gram; McDonald Dairy Company trucks are 
dsiplaying fire prevention signs and all 
Schmidt Grocery stores will be using shop- 
ping bags with fire prevention messages. 
A portable billboard with a fire prevention 
message will be displayed at Michigan and 
Washington during Fre Prevention Week. 
Members of the department will make in- 
spections and present programs.

Commissioner Ridenour requested Chair- 
man Kauffman to set up a meeting with 
the City Attorney for a discussion of a 
liability waiver for use at the Training 
Academy. He also commended the pro- 
grams being presented by members of the 
department. 


Gary Thomas, President of Local 421, 
asked where the funds for the Cadet Pro- 
gram came from. 

Chairman Kauffman stated the City 


Council had approved the program and 
would furnish the funds.

Chief Space presented the fire and ambu- 
lance call statistics for November.

The 
fire department will continue to answer 
these calls as in the past.

Commissioner Ridenour, Chairman of the 
Building Committee, Concurred with the 
Chief in requesting funds to have the 
safety railing installed.
